Only the forecasters can clainri a ny thing striking in the wa y 
of a v ictory in the New J ersey primary y esterda y . 
The results were surprising principally beca use they ca m e 
out mainly as ex pected. 
Genera l Eisenhower, backeci by a sta tewide political m a ­ 
chine and what has been roundly denounced as a ‘‘doublecross” 
of Sena tor Ta ft by G ov ernor Driscoll, won the popularity con­ 
test v ote by a substantial but not rema rka ble lead. 
On the other hand, the Ta ft supporters, la cking org a niza ­ 
tion, lacking ca mpa ig n funds, and most important of all lacking 
the dy na m ic presence of their ca ndida te, “ Mr. Republica n,” still 
were a ble to muster something like forty per cent of the v ote, and 
to a dd a nother ha lf-dozen or so to the Taft collection. The total 
of^Faft deleg a tes in the nation is still substantially twice as big 
as that com m itted to Genera l Liscnhower. 
Most noteworthy point concerning the election is that the 
turnout wa s smaller than ex pected. 
I here is a point here which all i^epublicans ev ery where 
oug ht to consider most carefully . The elem ent which has defea ted 
the Republica n Pa rty in recent national elections is the stay -at- 
hom e v ote 
Compa ring the J ersey results, where I aft did not ca mpa ig n 
with the v otes in such sla tes as W isconsin and Illinois, where he 
did ma ke speech-ma king tours, seem s to prov e that the man who 
is a ble to arouse the v oters and g et them out to the polls on 
election da y is not Genera l Lisenhower, as so ma ny propa g a ndists 
arc insisting , but O hio’s Sena tor Taft. 
Two public fig ures can be said not to ha v e cov ered them ­ 
selv es with g lory in the N ew J ersey ca mpa ig n. One is Ila rold 
Stassen, w hose showing s continue to be so poor that ev ery one 
asks why he stay s in the race at all. 
The other is G ov ernor Driscoll, who has nev er successfully 
an.swered the chorus of a ccusa tions that he delibera tely let Taft 
com e into New J ersey believ ing the Gov ernor wa s g oing to stay 
neutral, and then, after it wa s too late for Ta ft to withdraw, 
“ doublecrossed” Ta ft by com ing out for Lisenhower. 
“ Victories” purchased at the price of such a ppa rent bad 
faith are apt to be costly indeed.

Mr. Watson introduced Mr. G il­ 
bert, who probed revealingly into 
many of the aspects of the T u rn ­ 
pike that are not often discussed. 
Gilbert began; “ The Pennsylvania 
Turnpike Commission is an instru­ 
ment created by the legislature to 
serve the Commonwealth of Penn­ 
sylvania. 
It is not a corporation. 
It was created in 1937 to build a 
highway through the central por­ 
tion of the state. Since that time. 
Maine and New Jersey have built 
similar turnpikes, and Ohio, New 
York, and Indiana are planning to 
build like roads.” 
“ The turnpike has been success­ 
ful," he continued, "because there 
has been a definite need for a road 
that will permit long distance tra v­ 
el on uncluttered roads. 
Do not 
make the mistake of thinking there 
are any free roads. State highways 
are paid for through taxes and the 
Turnpike is paid for by the users. 
The Turnpike parallels the 
ra il­ 
roads in that you pay for the dis 
tance you go. 
It is like a pullrnan 
ticket rather than a coach seat." 
"A fter the debt has been paid,” 
he added, “ the Commission will be 
dissolved and will become a state 
road. A turnpike is no cure-all and 
it is not a replacement for state 
roads. It is rather a needed supple­ 
ment to them. W e find that there j 
are as many persons driving on 
local roads after the construction 
of a turnpike as before. When the j 
roads 
become uneiowded, 
people 
start to drive more." 
Gilbert 
spoke of 
some of 
th»> 
problems that the Commission has 
faced in building Turnpikes. 
He 
said: “ The turnpike is fenced from 
beginning to end. However, people 
need food and gas, so that we have | 
had gas stations and restaurants 
built. 
Every one of these has to 
have sewage and water facilities as 
large as would be required by a 
town with the population of Ifi.ooo !

automobiles that use the Turnpike 
dally in August is a potential resi 
dent and must be provided for.” 
The two most outstanding things 
that Gilbert discussed were the ac­ 
cident rate and the payment of the 
debt. 
He stated: "Experience has 
shown us that the accident rate for 
the turnpike is between one-seventh 
and one-eighth of the national rate 
Let me put it this way 
if a person 
were to start driving on the turn­ 
pike at the age of 16 and he were 
to drive 10,000 miles a year on the 
turnpike, he would not have an ac­ 
cident, or even scratch a fender, 
until he was 72. 
It would require 
560,000 miles before any sort of 
accident. Statistics show that le.^s 
than ,300ths of V/< of accidents on 
the turnpike are due to its physical 
construction. 
It is either a taulty 
car or a faulty driver." 
W illard S. Caulkins. of the State 
Highway Department, spoke briefly 
concerning some planned improve­ 
ments of local roads in this coming 
year. He stated that the Highway 
Department does not know where

full advance knowledge of the pop­ 
ulation 
requirements there. Thij 
data, which Levitt and Sons has 
been able to compile because of its 
tremendous advance home sale, is 
made available to local school au­ 


thorities. 
For the first time in the history 
of Pennsylvania such advance in­ 
formation makes it possible to plan 
details of a school building pro­ 
gram and get the work started ev­ 
en before the families move in, ac ­ 
cording to Orren R. Wagner, ele­ 
mentary school adviser of the Penn­ 
sylvania Department of Public In­ 
struction. 
"This is because the state pays 
a large part of school construction 
costs and does not want to over­ 
build.” Mr. Wagner said. ‘‘ It there­ 
fore, cannot give approval to a 
school building program until a 
population study lias been made de- 
iining needs in the area.” 
As of now school boards in the 
Levittown area have a clear pic­ 
ture of what the student population 
will be for the next six years. 
Ac­ 
cording to figures based 011 a study 
of the first 3,000 families, the pres­ 
ent average is 1.3 children per fam­ 
ily. Hut it is believed this figure 
will steadily climb to an average 
of 2.0 or more because more than 
75 per cent of the family heads in 
Levittown are 111 the age bracket j 
below 35. 
The study also showed that 15 
per cent of the first 3,000 families 
have no children. Sixty per cent 
have children now attending school 
and the other 25 per cent have chil- 
dicn of pre-school age.

Only the forecasters can claim anything striking in the way 
of a victory in the New Jersey primary yesterday. 
The results were surprising principally because they carne 
out mainly as expected. 
General Liaenhower, backed by a statewide political m a ­ 
chine and what has been roundly denounced as a "doublecross" 
of Senator Taft by Governor Driscoll, won the popularity con­ 
test vote by a substantial but not remarkable lead. 
On the other hand, the Taft supporters, lacking organiza­ 
tion, lacking campaign funds, and most important of all lacking 
the dynamic presence of their candidate, "Mr. Republican," still 
were able to muster something like forty per cent of the vote, and 
to add another half-dozen or so to the Taft collection. The total 
of*Taft delegates in the nation is still substantially twice as big 
as that committed to General Eisenhower. 
Most noteworthy point concerning the election is that the 
turnout was smaller than expected. 
There is a point here which all Republicans everywhere 
ought to consider most carefully. The elem ent which has defeated 
the Republican Party in recent national elections is the stay-at- 
hom e vote 
Comparing the Jersey results, where I aft did not campaign 
with the votes in such states as Wisconsin and Illinois, where he 
did make speech-making tours, seems to prove that the man who 
is able to arouse the voters and get them out to the polls on 
election day is not General Eisenhower, as so many propagandists 
are insisting, but O hio’s Senator Taft. 
Two public figures can be said not to have covered them­ 
selves with glory in the New Jersey campaign. One is Harold 
Stassen, whose showings continue to be so poor that everyone 
asks why he stays in the race at all. 
The other is Governor Driscoll, who has never successfully 
answered the chorus of accusations that he deliberately let I aft 
com e into New Jersey believing the Governor was going to stay 
neutral, and then, after it was too late for I aft to withdraw, 
"doublecrossed" Taft by com ing out for Eisenhower. 
"Victories" purchased at the price of such apparent bad 
faith are apt to be costly indeed.

Mr. Wstson Introduced Mr. H il­ 
bert, who probed revealingly into 
many of the aspects of the Turn- J 
pike that are hot often discussed. 
Gilbert began: "The Penney! van la 
Turnpike Commission I* an instru 
ment created by the legislature to 
serve the Commonwealth of Penn­ 
sylvania. 
It Is not a corporation. 
It was created in 193? to build a 
highway through the central por­ 
tion of the state. Birne that time, 
Maine and New Jersey have built 
similar turnpikes, and Ohio, New 
York, and Indiana are planning to 
build like roads." 
"The turnpike bas been aurcess- 
ful." he continued, "because there 
has been a definite need for a road 
that will permit Icing distance trav­ 
el on uncluttered roads. 
Do not 
make the mistake of thinking there 
are any free roads. State highways 
are paid for through taxes aud tile 
Turnpike Is paid for by the users. 
The Turnpike parallels the rail­ 
roads in that you pay for the dis­ 
tance you go. It is like a pullman 
ticket rather than a coach seat." 
After the debt has been paid.” 
he added, "the Commission will Im* j 
dissolved and will become a state j 
road. A turnpike is no cure-all and 
it Is not a replacement for state 
roads. It Is Hither a needed supple-1 
ment to them. We find that there ( 
are as many persons driving on 1 
Icm'uI roads after the construction 
of a turnpike as before 
When tie* 
roads become uncrowded, people I 
start to drive more." 
Hilbert spoke of some of tie* 
problems that the Commission has 
faced In building Turnpikes 
He 
said; "The turnpike is fenced from 
beginning to encl.

Rvery one of these has to 
have sewage and water facilities as 
large as would be required by a 
town with the population of IS,lino.

The two most outstanding things 
that Gilbert discussed were the ac­ 
cident rate and the payment of the 
debt. He stated; "Experience has 
shown us that the accident rate for 
the turnpike is between one-seventh 
and one-eighth of the national rate. 
Let me put it this way—If a person 
were to start driving on the turn­ 
pike at the age of 16 and he were 
to drive 10,000 miles a year on the 
turnpike, he would not have un ac­ 
cident, or even scratch a fender, 
until he was 72. It would require 
560,000 miles before any sort of 
accident. Statistics show tlicit less 
than .300ths of I Vt of accidents cm j 
the turnpike are due to its physical 
construction. It is either a faulty 
car or a faulty driver." 
Willard S. Canikins, of the State 
Highway Department, spoke briefly 
concerning some planned improve­ 
ments of local roads in this coming 
year. He stated that the Highway 
Department does not know where 
to put new roads or which old roads 
to improve in Bristol and Falls 
townships as they do not know 
what effect the turnpike will have 
upon the area.
